The matter common to the inventions according to claims 1 to 11 is 
a negative photosensitive composition according to claim 1. 

The search has revealed that the above negative photosensitive 
composition according to claim 1 is disclosed in document 1: JP 9-67406 
A (Toppan Printing Co., Ltd.), 11 March, 1997 (11.03.97), claims 1, 2 
and 5, [0008] , [0031] , [0032]and [0037] to [0059], and document 2: JP 
2000-109509 A (Toppan Printing Co., Ltd.), 18 April, 2000 (18.04.00), 
claims 1, 2 and 5, [0029] , [0038] to [0055], and thus is not novel. 

As a result, the negative photosensitive composition according to claim 
1 falls within the scope of the prior art, and therefore, the above common 
matter (a negative photosensitive composition according to claim 1) is 
not a special technical feature in the meaning of PCT Rule 13. 2, the 
second sentence. 

Accordingly, there is no matter common to all the inventions according 
to claims 1 to 11. 

Since there is no other common matter which is considered to be a special 
technical feature in the meaning of PCT Rule 13. 2, the second sentence, 
no technical relationship in the meaning of PCT Rule 13 can be found among 
those different inventions. 

Consequently, it is clear that the inventions according to claims 1 
to 11 do not comply with the requirement of unity of invention.
